FRAZIER-LEMKE ACT 
IS RULED ILLEGAL 

ST. PAUL, May 11.—(4)—The| 
United States court of appeals for the) 
eighth circuit today ruled unconstitu 
tional relief measure sponsored by Sen- 
ator L. J. Frazier and Representative 
William Lemke. It was the amended 
farm, mortgage morato- 
rium act. 

In a three-judge opinion filed here, | 
the appeals court held “the conclusion | 
is inescapable the amended mortgage 
moratorium act, with its provision for’ 
a three-year stay, violates the fifth 
amendment because it takes from an 
appellant without compensation val- 
uable rights in the mortgaged prop- 
erty and gives them to the appeilee.” 

Foreclosure of a mortgage on a 16U- 
acre farm near Omaha, Neb., owned 
by William Pamp, resulted in the orig- 
inal lawsuit which resulted eventual- 
ly in today’s decision. 

The action began three years ago 
and still was in litigation when the 
United States supreme court held the 
first Frazier-Lemke mortgage morato- 
rium act unconstitutionab last May 27. 

The federal district court at Omaha, 
under the act as amended by congress 


in 1935, allowed Pamp to retain his 
farm for three years by paying a “rea- 
sonable rental” semi-annually, 

The Omaha court's order was re- 
versed by today’s ruling and the en- 
tire action was remanded for continua- 
tion of the foreclosure proceedings. 

The court’s order, quoting Justice 
Brandeis in the supreme court deci- 
sion, stated further: 

“If the public interest requires, and 
permits, the taking of property of in- 
dividual mortgages in order to relieve 
the necessities of individual mortga- 
gors, resort must be had to proceed- 
ings by eminent domain; eo that 
threugh taxation, the burden of relief 
afforded in the public interest may be 
borne by the public.” 

The decision was given by Judges 
A. K. Gardner, of Huron, 8. D.; A 
B. Van Valkenburgh and Charles 3B. 
Faris, of St. Louis. 

The Omaha court’s finding was car- 
ried to the appeals court by the United 
States National Bank cf Omaha, Neb.

SIX MEN WILL DIE

Convicted Slayers Sentenced 
to Chair in Death of 
Messenger. 


NEW YORK, May 11.—4)—Six 
men, the largest number ever sentenc- 
ed to die for a single crime in New 
York state, were sentenced to the elec- 
tric chair today by County Judge 
Peter J. Brancato and hurried to 
Sing Sing prison. 

They were convicted of the mur- 
der of Edwin Esposito, 22-year-old. 
subway company messenger, shortly 
before Esposito was to be married last 
September. He resisted when they 
attempted to rob him of $250. 

Judge Brancato set the week of 
June 22 for execution but an appeal 
probably will delay it until autumn. 

It is the second time since the elec- 
tric chair was first used in 1889 that 
six persons have been under sentence 
of death at one time for the same 
crime at Sing Sing. In 1911 six men 
were sentenced to die for the murder 
of Mrs. Henry Hall, of Croton Lake, 
N. ¥. One got a stay of execution. 
The other five were executed in July, 
1912. 

Esposito’s convicted slayers are Sal- 
vatore Scata, 18: Joseph Bolognia, 
23: Theodore Didonne, 30; Dominick 
Rizzo. 22; Eugene Bruno, 20, and 
Sam Kimmel, 19.

cause their money ran out. 

“Disillusionc1? I should say not,’ 
Hogan exclaimed on landing in San 
Francisco.

The natives 
are friendly, the food is good and the 
climate perfect.

“Housing came easy. The natives 
put up a comfortable grass shack, 
complete with an outdoor oven and 
dining room and with a woven bamboo 
floor, all for $20. 

“Our money already was short so 
we started getting used to native food. 
Fish was plentiful and when you eat 
it raw like the natives it tastes better 
than you'd imagine. We had banana, 
lime and cocoanut trees on our land. 
By going into the hilly interior we 
could get wild oranges. 

“Breadfruit was our staple and 
there are various tasty ways of pre- 
paring it.

The first bath should be for five 
minutes, or only two minutes if the 
sun is strong, and about one-twelfth of 
the body surface should be exposed 
to the sun—say the belly. Next day 
the same exposure for the same tim 
then for the same time exposure o 
one -leg in addition. The third day 
turn the baby over and expose the 
one leg for three to five minutes; the 
over again, and expose the front of 
yesterday's leg for three to five min« 
utes and the belly for seven to tea 
minutes. Fourth day through the

Bot mean Italy was leaving 
ague. 

The immediate effect of Mussolini’s 
peremptory demand that the  Leagué 
take its hand off the Ethiopian ques- 
tion, coming after the outright annex- 
ation of the country, appeared to be a 
stiffening of determination among 
those states advocating the mainte- 
nance of sanctions. Certainly, no det- 
inite move was made in the direction 
of lifting sanctions. 

Several council members said the 
logical next move would be to con- 
demn Italy's action and then adjourn 
until June, when a new leftist French 
government will have been formed. 


Il Duce Saves League, 

One League official went so far as 
to say: 

“Mussolini today saved the League. 

He meant that Il Duce’s whip- 
eracking attitude practically forced 
statesmen to rally to the Leagues 
support. 

When the crucial council session 
began Aloisi, in a prepared speech, 
declared : é 

“All discussion of the Italo-Ethio- 
pian difference is futile.” 

Great Britain’s foreign secretary, 
Anthony Eden, who was in the chair, 
then asked coolly whether “under the 
circumstances, the Italo-Ethiopian 
question should be _ kept the 
agenda ?” : 

Without a dissenting vote a motion 
by Denmark and Spain for its reten- 
tion was adopted. 

Aloisi then prepared to leave but 
paused to tell the delegates: 

“I have the honor to declare that 
the Italian delegation cannot admit 
of the presence at the council table 
of the so-called Ethiopian delegate. 


Ethiopia Is Italian. 


“There exists, indeed, no semblance 
of organization of the Ethiopian state. 

“The only sovereignty existing in 
Ethiopia is that of Italy. 

“All discussion on the subject of 
the Italo-Ethiopian difference would, 
consequently, have no object. 

“Therefore, I find myself obliged 
to refrain from participating in the 
discussion.” 

Earlier, the council had received a 
bitter protest from Emperor Haile Se- 
lassie against Italy’s annexation of 
his empire. He implored the League 
not to recogiMize Italy's ‘outrageous 
aggression.” 

The Ethiopian delegate told the 
council that his country had _ been 
faithful to the covenant, had broken 
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no laws and left her case in the hands 
of the council. 

British circles said they saw three 
reasons for a new rallying around 
what heretofore has been described in 
many quarters as purely a British 
policy of insisting on sanctions. These 
reasons were listed as: 

1. General anxiety for the future 
of the League, with the realization 
that the worst thing to do in the 
present crisis would be to recognize 
Il Duce’s annexation decree and to 
abolish sanctions. 

2. Certain countries, by no means 
only Great Britain, are worried about 
Italy's future policy in the eastern 
Mediterranean. 

3. France is becoming worried about 
its position in Africa, particularly in 
view of Il Duce’s creating a huge na- 
tive army. 

Says Country Untamed. 


In an official communication to the 
League tonight the Ethiopian delegate, 
Wolde Mariam, said the Ethiopian 
people are “untamed.” 

This apparently was the speech he 
had intended to make at today’s ses- 
sion. Acting on instructions from 
Emperor Haile Selassie in Jerusalem, 
Mariam said: 

“The greater part of Ethiopia to 
the west of its capital remains free 
and independent. Ethiopia continues 
to defend itself. It refuses to recog- 
nize the Italian armies’ illegal occu- 
pation of the other part by force.” 

That Muesolini took strong issue 
with Great Britain concerning re- 
sponsibility for an Italian air bom- 
bardment of a British Red Cross am- 
bulance at Quoram, Ethiopia, several 
months ago was disclosed. 

Britain recently sent a stiff protest 


to Italy over the bombing. The Ital- 
ian reply, made public by the League, 
declares that Rome refuses to accept 
the view that an ambulance unit is 
privileged to fire on airplanes. 

The note insisted that the first shots 
came from the site of the ambulance 
unit.

Victor May Be Crowned at Aksum, 


Holy City of Vanquished Ethiopia 


Count Volpi Ordered To Organize Industry; Duce Mobi- 
lizes Classes of ’11 and ’13 as Colonizers, Sends 50 
Radio Stations to African Territory. . 


ROME, May 11.—(4)—King Victor 
Emmanuel, of Italy, may be crowned 
emperor of Ethiopia, in the Holy 
Ethiopian eity of Aksum, an official 
source disclosed tonight. 

Protocol officials of the govern- 
ment are now studying the proposal, 
this source asserted, attempting to de- 
termine whether the coronation of 
Queen Victoria, of Great Britain, as 
empress of India furnished a precedent 
for the projected ceremonies. 

Defense of the holy Ethiopian city, 
reported hiding place of the sacred 
Ark of the Covenant, led Emperor 
Haile Selassie to declare the strug- 
gle against the Italian invaders a 
“holy war” last fall. 

The city fell to the fascist warriors 
October 13 without a single gunshot.. 

Plans for industrial development of 
the newly-proclaimed Italian territo- 
ry were placed in the hands of Count 
Giuseppe Volpi, president of the fas- 
cist confederation of industrialists. 

Count Volpi was instructed to. or- 
ganize technical groups to develop 
Ethiopia as the senate was ordered 
into a special session Saturday, prob- 
ably to ratify the grand council and 
cabinet’s proclamation of a new Ko- 
man empire. 

Fifty lightweight radio stations, 
each of watts power, were sent 
to East Africa to establish a civilian 
system of communications. 

Two military classes, those of 1911 
and 1913, received orders to demobil- 
ize those in barracks in Italy for an 
“unlimited vacation in expectation of 
definite retirement.” Members of the 
classes in Africa were not affected. 
Military officials said the class of 
1914 may expect similar orders soon. 

Premier Mussolini, dividing his time 
between supervising domestic affairs 
and following reports of the League 


of Nations council meeting at Geneva, 
was reported to have begun reorgani- 
zation of his cabinet. 

Political sources asserted the dicta- 
tor will relinquish three cabinet posi- 
tions, promoting present undersecre- 
taries to the higher rank. The posts 
and the present undersecretaries in- 
clude : ar, Federico Baistrocchi; 
navy, Domenico Cavagnari, and avia- 
tion, Giuseppe Valle. 

The Duce now holds eight port- 
folios. 

Italian officials, commenting on the 
Geneva council session, asserted Bar- 
on Pompeo Aloisi, the fascist delegate, 
hade been instructed to leave the meet- 
ing in case the Ethiopian delegate at- 
tended. 

Aloisi’s withdrawal, this official de- 
clared, does not mean Italy is with- 
drawing from the League but strength- 
ens the Italian attitude that Aloisi 
will speak for Ethiopia from now on. 

Italy will continue to claim only 
one vote in the council, it was said, 
because she considers Ethiopia as 
much a part of the nation as any of 
her other colonies. 

An official dispatch from Marshal 
Pietro Badoglio, now viceroy of Ethi- 
opia, said opening of a branch of the 
Bank of Italy in the East African 
territory was reported imminent. 

An official declared foreign lega- 
tions in Addis Ababa have lost their 
quality as legatigns but since there are 
many foreigners in the region the offi- 
cials may remain to look after their 
nationals. 

This was interpreted as changing 
the status of the legations roughly to 
one of consulates.

Had Criminal Record.

Stoll appeared at Terre Haute, Ind., ' 
and were driven to Louisville by a 
relative. Federal agents met the 
groumeen the road and took custody 
of Mre Stoll, arresting Mrs. Robin- 


son. 

FBI records showed Robinson's 
first venture into crime was a $14,- 
000 jewel robbery, effecied under the 
guise of an officer.

Another jewel theft was charged to 
Robinson on April 22, 1934.

Taft. of Cincinnati, son of the late 
president. 

_ Lined -up against. President Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt in a democratic presi- 
dential preference cortest, the results 
of which will not bind Ohio delegates 
to the national convention, was Col- 
enel Henry Breckinridge, vigorous 
New Deal critic. 

Rivals Leonard Wood Fight. 

The Borah-Taft delegate fight ri- 
valed the bitter 1920 primary when 
General Leonard Wood, backed by rem- 
nants of the Bull Moose party, entered 
the Ohio delegate -contest against a 
“favorite son,”’ the late President War- 
ren G. Harding. 

Republican organization leaders

York's most famous Beau Brummell, 
social jester and playboy of the gay 
90's, has secretly obtained a license 
to marry Baron John Decies, 71, 
representative peer for Ireland in 
Great Britain, on May 23. 

Mrs. Lehr, 64, a native of Phila- 
delphia, rode to social fame on the 
crest of her playboy husband's popu- 
larity in the era of the “real 400” at 
the turn of the century. 

She married “King Harry,” as 
Lehr was known in New York and 
Newport society, in 1901 and pre- 
sented him with $25,000 a vear and 
expenses as a “‘mafriage settlement.” 
In turn, he made her the nation's so- 
cial favorite. 

Mrs. Lehr was the daughter of 
Lucy Wharton and Joseph William 
Drexel, prominent American finan- 
cier. 

Her first marriage was to John 
Vinton Dahigren in 1889, They had 
one son, John Vinton Dahlgren Jr., 
who now resides in Paris. Dahlgren 
died in Colorado Springs in 1889. 

Lehr died in 1919 and Mrs. Lehr 
came to France to make her home. 
She bought a palatial, $1,000,000 man- 
sion here and only recently abandon- 
ed mourning for her husband after 
writing a best-seller biography of 
Lehr, entitled “King Lehr and the 
frolden Age.”

Louisiana Legislature Convenes; 


Leche Will Be Inaugurated T oday 


BATON ROUGE, La., May 11.— 
(P)—Minus the guiding hand of Huey 
Long who drove his dictated bills 
through with the whip, the Louisiana 
legislature convened today harmont- 
ously in their regular biennial session 
with indications that some of. Long's 
laws would be repealed to cement a 
truce of peace entered into between 
Louisiana and Washington. 

Long was slain in the state capitol 
last September in the midst of a fiery 
special session at which he was still 
having laws’ pagsed to curb the activi- 
ties of federal power in Louisiana and 
which his opponents said were re- 
stricting the use of public works funds 
in the state. ; 

But under the tower of Huey Longs 
palatial capitol, beside his grave to- 
day, Long's successor, Richard W. 
Leche made ready to déliver his pre- 
inaugural address over the air to Lou- 
isiana telling the people that he was 
“still for Huey Long” but that he had 
been to Washington and had made 
peace with the national administration 
on behalf of Louisiana and-that laws 
would be passed which would set up & 
state social security program patterned 
after rules laid down at Washington. 

Standing before a huge painting of 
Huey Long bearing the _ slogan 
“Share Our Wealth,” on the state 
capitol steps and facing the tomb of 
Long in the synken gardens, Leche 
will be inaugurated governor of Lou- 
isiana tomorrow at high noon. 

He will succeed Governor James A. 
Noe who has served since January 
28 when Governor O. K. Allen died 
suddenly. 

Taking office with Leche will be 
Earle Long, brether of the late 
Huey, as lieutenant governor and pres- 
ident of thé state senate, and the slate 
of state officials who will serve with 
Leche for the next four years. 

Most of the officeholders and at 
least 98 per cent of the new legisla- 
ture are “Leche’ men and the incom- 
ing governor, as Long vas, is the iron- 
clad spokesman for the administration 
policies. 

Today the legislature met at noon 
and organized within 30 minutes, all 
officers of house and senate were 
elected by acclamation without the 
slightest stir of opposition. 

Little, if any, comment on the leg- 
islative program was forthcoming 
from individual members. All said they 
were waiting for Leche to lay his pro- 
gram before them for action.

NEW YORK, May 11.—(UP)— 
Waning interest in the stock market 
was offset today by an apparent 
change for the better in the French 
situation which sent the franc to the 
highest level since early April and 
brought smart recovery in French 
bonds. 


Stco.. trading tapered to the light- 
est levels since June 10, 1935. Prices 
receded late in the day following a 
rally led by steels. Steel operations 
dipped in line with expectations but 
the loss was small—only one point 
to 69.1 per cent of capacity, and less 
and seasonal. Car loadings of roads 
reporting so far tor last week showed 
a moderate decline. Other business in- 
dices were making a good showing 
for this time. 


Experts contend that this ‘stock 
market has fully discounted the busi- 
ness picture and that its present wor- 
ry is the French situation, to say 
nothing of the coming campaign. 
While the French securities and the 
franc were strong today the belief 
persists here that devaluation is not 
far off. 


Should the frane go the way of the 
dollar and a horde of other curren- 
cies, what would the effect be on the 
American markets? For a long time 
the French have bene expatriating 
their funds and investing their dol- 
lars for around 15 francs. Should 
France devalue they could sell their 
American’ holdings, send the funds 
back and obtain more francs per dol- 
lar than they paid to get their dollars 
in the first place. Then, too, devalua- 
tion might induce a rise.on the bourse 
which would make profitable reinvest- 
ment of funds there. 


Against this as the French nationals 
see it, is the prospect of a leftist 
government which will snipe at big 
business, especially the utilities, and 
probably try.to nationalize the Bank 
of France. Such tactics would make 
the French traders hesitant about 
bringing home funds which might be 
taxed very heavily. The French trad- 
ers probably would want to watch the 
French administration a bit before 
risking their profits. 


While the Frenchman is puzzling 
over this maze, the market has dried 
up. No one knows what is ahead, 
and everyone is afraid to trade on 
either the long or the short side. Buy- 
ers are very cautious as well as sgell- 
ers. ey, too, encounter thin mar- 
kets on the upside when the least bit 
of demand develops. 

Stock sales today were only 680.- 

shares, against 780,000 on Fri- 
day. The Dow-Jones industrial aver- 
age* lost a point, while the others 
were down fractionally.

HIKE IN METAL PRICE 


_ NEW YORK, May 11.—(#)—Seek- 
ing a better’ margin of earnings to 
cover the cost of the social security 
act and other benefits for employes, 
leading steel producing companies, it 
was reliably reported today, will 
make a general advance in prices for 
third-quarter delivery.

brackets, he said, “I wouldn't stay in 
business if I didn’t think so.” 

Reviewing his past year’s term as 
president. of the exchange he said, 
“Our relations with the S. E. C. have 
been extremely pleasant. Our busi- 
ness conduct committee is constantly 
watching the market as a whole as 
well as. situations in individual 
stocks.” ‘ 

“My trips about the country, I 
think, have resulted in a better un- 
derstanding of the exchange and what 
it is trying to do,” he continued. 

Asked his opinion of general busi- 
negs, Gay said, “Considering various 
current uncertainties, the patient is 
doing as well as can be expected.”

POWER COMPANY _. 
INCOME INCREASES 


Net Income for 1935 Was 
$4,522,565; Taxes, Costs 
Show Hike. 


An increase of more than $1,575,- 
000 in the gross earnings of the Geor- 
gia Power Company in 1935 over the 
figures of the year previous was an- 
nounced yesterday. by President Pres- 
ton Arkwright in his annual report 
to stockholders. 

“Sale of electricity to the company’s 
regular customers, excludimg the ex- 
change of power with other compa- 
nies, was the largest in the history of 
the Georgia Power Company,’ Ark- 
wright said. 

The net income for 1935 was $4,- 
522,565, a total of $624,300 more than 
the net income of 1934. 

The power company sold 1,078,835.,- 
423 kilowatt hours of electricity to 
the regular customers, an increase 
in percentage of 15.6. Sales to resi- 
dential consumers jumped 25.4 per 
cent, and commercial and street light- 
ing users hiked their consumption 16.1 
per cent. Industrial plants used 12.7 
per cent more electricity during 1935 
than in 1934. 

Arkwright said general operating 
costs and taxes increased 6.8 per cent, 
which represents $820,858. In gen- 
eral taxes the company paid out $2,- 


eral and income taxes. Total costs in 


1935 were $12,894,734.

Doctors Warned of F edeval Control 
Unless They Solve Own Problems 


American Medical Association Is Told of Progress in 
. Artificial Fever Treatments; Vitamin boom 
Denounced as Nonsense. ‘Pope 


KANSAS CITY, May 11.—(/)— 
The nation’s physicians were warned 
here today unless such pressing prob- 
lems as hospitalization of the poor are 
solved independently they face the pos- 
sibility of an early attempt at govern- 
ment control of medicine. 

Dr. James S. McLester, of Birming 
ham, Ala., president of the Americap 
Medical Association, said the “danger” 
for the moment has been averted al- 
though “thére have been times during 
the past two years when it appeared 
disaster was just ahead.” 

He told the association's house of 
delegates, hospital insurance proposals 
“must be answered authoritatively” 
by the A. M. A. or else the thing will 
-be attempted by “self appointed re- 
formers” and state bebigiatures witb 
“demagogic influences.” 

“Always wherever government has 
reached out for control of the practice 
of medicine, it has been at the end of 
a long series of' so-called social re- 
forms,” Dr. McLester said, “and such 
control, once established, has never 
been relaxed.”

CONGRESS EXPECTED 
TO APPROVE ZEP FUND 


Success of Germans Dispel- 
ling Doubts Raised by 
Our Crashes. 


WASHINGTON, May 11.—4)— 
Dr. Hugo Eckener's visit to Washing- 
ton before boarding the Zeppelin Hin- 
denburg for a return trip to Germany 
tonight inspired capital predictions the 


next congress would vote funds to 
build new American airships. 
Senator Bulkley, democrat, Ohio, 
author of a bill proposing a $6,200,000 
dirigible program, said the 10 North 
Atlantic crossings Eckener planned 
for the Hindenburg would dispel 
doubts raised in this country by the 
loss of the Akron and Macon. 
“There is no use for us to say Air- 
ships will not work,” he said. “These 
Germans are proving they will by ac- 
tual performance. 
“I Have’ Every Faith.” 


“T have every faith the demonstra- 
tion flights soon will be successfully 
concluded with such a promise for 
American air commere that the next 
congress will renew airship building.” 

After talking to President Roose- 
velt and other high officials today 
Dr. Eckener and his party took of 
from Anacostia in a navy plane for 
Lakehurst, N. J., where the Zeppelin 
is moored. 

They were accompanied by Lieu- 
tenant Commander John M. Thorn- 
ton and Lieutenant T. Orville, Amer- 
ican naval officers assigned to make 
the return trip to Germany on the 
Zeppelin. 

Othérs in the party were Captain 
Lehmann, of the Hindenburg; F. W. 
von Meister, American representative 
of the Zeppelin byilders; Commander 
Garland Fulton, in charge of the air- 
ship division, Navy Bureau of Aero- 
nautics, and Paul Lithfield, American 
airship manufacturer. 


Calls At White House. 

Dr. Eckener called at the White 
House with Ambassador Hans Lu- 
ther, of Germany, and thanked the 
President for the warmth of his 
welcome in America.

LIBRARY SERVICE LACK 


IN SOUTH IS ATTACKED 


RICHMOND, Va., May 11.—(?)—~ 
Half the 45,000,000 Americans who 
lack library service live in 13 south- 
ern states whose inhabitants are only 
one-fourth the nation’s population, Dr. 
Louis Round Wilson told the Ameri- 
can Library Association tonight in 
his president's address. 

His assertion followed meeting of 
the A. L. A. council which adopted 
recommendations of a committee head- 
ed by Dr. Wilson that the executive 
board be authorized to seek perma- 
nent federal aid for libraries. 

The question of federal aid split the 
committee, one of whose members, 
Clarence Sherman, superintendent of 
the Providence, R. I., public library, 
ridiculed the majority proposal as “re- 
Sembling a fairy tale both in the logic 
upon which it is founded and in the 
poetic rhythm with which it was 
written.” 

Carleton B. Joeckel, of the Univer- 

sity of Chicago graduate library 
school, who drew the report retorted 
that “it is possible through the fed- 
eral government, and only through the 
fedéral government, for the nation to 
neat an adequate program of library 
service.

Suicide Verdict Rendered in

MARIETTA, Ga., May 11.—A cor- 
oner’s jury this afternoon returned a 
verdict that J. O.: Howard, 28, man- 
ager of a local retail store who was 
found shot to death on the shores of a 
lake near here about 3 o'clock thie 
afternoon, came to his death at his 
own hands.
